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NEW EXAMINATION STATUTES. 



The Statutes respecting the ResponsionB and the Public 
Examinations having been passed hy Convocation, it has 
been thought desirable to furnish the Tutors and Under- 
graduate Members of the University with a brief slaletnent 
of their main provisions. 

Besponsions hereaf^r will be holden only tirice in each 
j-ear. 

The first Kesponsions under the new system, and the last 
Responsions under the old, [were] carried on at ibe same 
time, and under the same Masters of the Schools, in Lent 
Term 1891. 

The ' First Examination' under Moderators will take place 
for the first lime in Easter Term 1853. 

The last Public Examinalions under the old system will 
take place in Michaelmas Term 1852, and Honours will 
then for the last time be awarded under that system. 

The ' Public Examinations' under the new system will 
take place for the first time in Easter Term I8d3. 

All persons who have entered the Univenity since the 
commencement of Lent Term 18dO, must necessarily 
Graduate under the new system. 

All persons who have entered the University during the 
year 1849, may Graduate either under the old, or under the 
Dew, system. 

But in order that persons Matriculated in Lent or Easter 
Terms 1849 may be enabled to present themselves for 
Examination before the Moderators, and bo proceed under 
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the new system, it is necesRaiy that they should obtain the 
permission of the Head of their House, and that of the Vice- 
Chancellor and Proctors. 

It is to be obseived, however, that if persons Matriculated 
during Michaelmas Term 1849 shall desire to offer them* 
selves for their final Examination, with a view to obtain 
Honours under the old system, they must do so in Michael- 
mas Term 1852, having then attuned only their thirteenth 
Term. 

So persons Matriculated in Act Tenn 1849 can obtaio 
Honours under the old system only in their fourteenth Term, 
namely, as stated above, in Michaelmas Term 185S. 

Persons Matriculated in Easter Tenn 1849 cannot obtain 
Honours under the old system later than their fifteenth Term ; 
nor persons Matriculated in Lent 1849 later than their six- 
teenth Term. 

Those who, having been Matriculated before Lent Term 
1850, shall not have passed their final Examination in 
Michaelmas Term 1852, can still pass under the old form, 
but it must be before the Moderators, and they cannot 
obtain Honours. 

Those who shall have been Matriculated during the Easter 
Term 1850, may offer themselves for Responsions after the 
Long Vacation of 1850. 

Silting in the Schools will be unnecessary under the new 
system. 

All Undergraduates will, under the new system, have to 
pass three public ordeals, before they can become Bachelors 
of Arts. 

1°. The Responsions as early as their third, as late as 
their seventh. Term. 
ScBJEOTB. — One Latin, one Greek Author, or a portion of 
each; the chief object being to ascertain that the prin- 
ciples of these two languageB are well understood. 
Arithmetic (which will be required of all), Euclid, or 
Algebra. [A smaller quantity of text than has been 
required under the old Eystem— two Books of Euclid, — 
Algebra to simple Equations inclueively, — Arithmetio 
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to th« ExtraetioD of the Square Root inclaaiTely, will 
suffice-l The same passage in English to be trans- 
lated into Latin, will be set to all the Candidates at 
once ; and also a paper of Grammatical Questions, and 
a paper of Arithmetical, or Mathematical, Questions. 
Sixteen Candidates may be examined viva^oce in one 
da;. 
Those who shall not have passed their Besponsions bj the 
end of their seventh Term, (unless with the permission 
of the Vice-Chancellor and Proctors,) will bo allowed 
to take a Degree only after the expiration of as many 
Terms as shall have elapsed between their sixth Term 
and that in which they obtain the Certificate of the 
Masters of the Schools. 

2". The ' First Foblic Examination,' as early as the 
eighth, as late as the twellib. Term of standing. 
Subjects. — Minimum. — The Four Gospels in Greek. One 
Greek, one Latin Author; of which one must be a 
Poet, the other an Orator. The Books brought up at 
Besponsions cannot be tendered at this ExaminalioD, 
unless the Candidate shall bring up at least four 
Books. A piece of English to be translated into I^atin, 
a paper of Grammatical Questions, and a paper of 
Mathematical or Logical Questions, will be set to all 
the Candidates at once. Pass men must bring up 
either Logic, or three Books of £uclid and Algebra. 
Honours will be awarded in this Examination. Candidates 
for Classical Honours are required especially to bring 
up Poets and Orators : Homer, Virgil, Demosthenes, 
and Cicero, being recommended by name. The 
highest Honour cannot be obtained without Logic, 
and it is to have great weight in the distribution of 
both Honours. Those who do not tender Logic, will 
be examined in Euclid and Algebra. Passages will be 
set, with a view to elegance and accuracy of trans- 
lation. Philological and Critical Questions will always 
be proposed. Those who can write verses, will have an 
opportunity of displaying that talent. Translations 
into Latin and Greek will be called for. 
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HonouTB will also be awarded for ' Pure Mathemfitiee.' 
Tbe oames of all who pass will be printed at the end of the 

Schedule of Honours. 
Those who shall not have passed this Examination before 
the end of their twelfth Tenn will be obliged to put off 
their Degree, in accordance with a regulation similar 
to that which has been passed respecting the Bespon- 
sions. 
3°. The Fdblic Examination,' in two Schools at least, 
but not necessarily in the same Term, as early as the 
thirteenth, and, for Honours, as late as the eighteenth 
Term of Standing, 
Candidates must present a Certificate, shewing that they 
have attended Two Courses of Public Lectures. 

1st School to he passed first, and by all ; called the School 
of ' Liters Kumaniores.' 
Minimum. — The Four Gospels and the Acts of the Apostles 
in Greek. Sacred History. The subjects of the Books 
of the Old and New Testament. The Evidences and 
the Thirty-nine Articles. One Philoaopher, one His- 
torian, Greek or Latin, but not the same books which 
had been brought up at Besponsions ; those brought 
up before the Moderators, being a Poet and an Orator, 
cannot of course avtul for this Examination. There 
will bo no translation into Latin, but questions 
will be set, and passages &om the books brought up 
will have to be translated into English. 
For Hoivmrt. — Candidates for Honours may add to the 
Divinity above mentioned, one or more of the Apo- 
stolical Epistles and Ecclesiastical History. They 
will have to bring up, as at present, the Greek and 
Latin Languages, Greek and Boman History, Chro- 
nology, Geography, Antiquities ; Rhetoric and Poetics; 
Moral and Political Philosophy. These subjects may 
be illustrated by Modem Authors. Logic must be 
tendered by all who seek to obtain a First or Second 
Class, and it is to have great weight in the distribution 
of Honours. Questions to be answered, pass^es to 
be translated, and subjects to be treated in Greek, 
Latin, or English, will be proposed by the Examiners. 
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9ad School. — That of Uatbeiutics. 

Minimwn, — ^Tbe first six books of Euclid, or the first 
Part of Algebra. 

For HoTioun. — Mixed as well as Pure Matbamatica. 
Srd School. — That of Natubal Science. 

Minimwn. — An acquuntance with the prindples of these 
three branches of Natural Science — Mechanical Philo- 
sophy, Chemistry, Physiology; and nith some one 
branch of Science which fitlls under Mechanical Philo- 
sophy. 

For Honours. — An acquaintance with the ptinciples of the 
three branches of Natural Science named above, and of 
some one of the Physical Sciences which fall under 
the above-named branches of Natural Science. 

4th School — The School of Law and Moderm Histohy. 
Minimum- — History of England from the Conquest to the 
Accession of Henry VIII., with Blackstone on Beal 
Property ;— or from the Accession of Henry VHI., to 
that of Queen Anne, with Blackstone on Personal 
Property and the Bights of Persona. Justinian's 
Institutes may be brought up in lieu of Blackstone. 
For Honoun. — Law, especially the Law of England. Can- 
didates for the three superior Classes must bring up 
either Civil Law or International Law. Adam Smith 
on the Wealth of Nations may be offered. Modern 
History to the year 1T89. But Candidates for Honoun 
must necessarily include in their list the subjects 
required of those who seek merely to pass. 
The names of those who simply pass will be printed ; and 
a reference will be made in the lists of Honours and ordinary 
Degrees to the distinctions awarded by the Moderators. 

It will be observed, that those who enter in Lent or Act 
Terms may go ap for Rcsponsions in their third, fifVb, or 
seventh Terms, while those who enter in Michaelmas or 
Easter Tenns can go np only in their fourth and sixth Term, 
at least if they do so within the time prescribed by the 
Statute. 
So, as regards the first Public Examination, those who 
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enter in Lent or Act TermB can go up in their eighth, tenth, 
or tvelftb Terms, while those who enter in Michaelmas or 
Easter can go tip only in their ninth or eleventh. 

As to the second Public Examination, those who enter in 
Lent or Act Terms can obtain Honours later (namely, in their 
eighteenth Term) than those who enter in Michaelmas or 
Easter Terms ; the latter however can pass their Examin- 
ation earlier, namely, in their thirteenth Term; but the same 
number of opportunities of going up for Honours within the 
time prescribed by the Statute will be afforded to all. 

It is very desirable that all who enter the UniTersity should 
be well versed in Aritfanietic. 

Jvna 6t 1850. 
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Mant Members of the Uaiversity haTing expressed a 
desire to be ioformed what portions of the Text of Greek 
and Latin Authors, as well as what amount of Euclid, or 
Algebra, and Arithmetic, will be expected of Candidates for 
the RespoDsions under the New Statute, it has been thought 
advisable to circulate among the Tutors of the several Colleges 
and Halls the following Hats, which have been recommended 
by the Masters of the Schools.

The first RespoDsioDs oDder the New Statute will com- 
mence on Monday the 3rd of Feb. 1831, on which day all the 
Candidates will be required to go into the Schools for the 
TraDslalion into Latin, and for Quesdoas, &c.
